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Remarks 

Applicant's representative thanks Examiner Jillions for the indication of 
allowable subject matter. In the Office Action dated October 5, 2004, the Examiner objected 
to Figs. 1-3 and 6a, and rejected claims 1-6, 8-13 and 15-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being 
anticipated by or under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over applicant's prior art 
(hereinafter APA). Claims 7 and 14 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of 
the base claims. By this Amendment, Applicant's representative amends Figs. 1-3 and 6a, and 
claims 1, 8 and 15, and cancels claims 6, 7, 13, 14 and 20. 

With respect to the Examiner's rejections, the Examiner is requested to consider 
the following remarks. 

Figures 1-3 and 6a been amended to include the legend "(Conventional)", and 
the objection should be withdrawn. 

Independent claims 1, 8 and 15 are amended to include what is believed to be 
the allowable subject matter of claims 7 and 14, and the rejection should be withdrawn. 
Claims 6, 13 and 20 have been canceled for consistency. As such, no new matter has been 
added. 

Regarding the claims which depend from the independent claims, Applicant 
contends that these claims are patentable for at least the same reasons that the independent 
claims are patentable. Moreover, Applicant contends that these claims recite further 
limitations, in addition to the limitations of the independent claims, which render these claims 
additionally patentable.
